Wureting, W. Va., November 8.—Dis- 
patches just received tonicht from the capital 
of the state announce that the democratic state 
treasurer, Thompson, concedes West-Virginia 
to the republicans by from four to seven hun- 
dred majority. This is simply aconfi mvion of 
steady republican gains that have been coming 
in today. he republican state committee 
here claim the state by a much larger majori- 
ty. They claimto have at least three, and 
probably a solid delegation of four congress- 
men. They claim eee for the electoral 
ticket, and a majority da the legislatare. 

The scene of republican enthusiasm in this 
city tonight is unprecedented. Thousands- of 
people have crowded to see the bulletins in 
front of the Intelligencer office. 

Onevery hand is heard the cry that the 
“Solid South” is broken at last by the vote of 
this state. 

The latest returns show imereasing republi- 
can gains, and it looks.as if the republicans had 
carried tho state. They claim the electi of 
three out of four congressmen, viz: AtKinson 
in this district, Flick in the second and Smith 
in the fourth, and a majority on joint ballot in 
the legislature. The democrats do not admit 
loss of the state, but are feeling vc ery anxious 
over the news.

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THE WHEELS TURN, 
ANDTHE AUGUSTA NATIONAL EXPO- 

SITION BEGINS. 
A Fine Dey and a Large Crowd—Addresses 
by Governor Gordon and Colonel Black-- 
A Vapypy City. 

Avausta, Ga., November 8.—The Augusta 
national exposition opened today under the 
most auspicious condition. The weather was 
perfect and the attendance large, and the ex- 
hibits are nearly all in piace, and by Monday 
everything wiil be complete. The exposition 
building has floor spaces of seven acres and is 
nine hundred feet long by one thousand wide, 
with three cross sections, respectively, two 
hundred, three hundred and four thousand 
“feet deep, and besides space for exhibits, it ac- 
commodates 15,000 visitors, and has over two 
miles of frontage on aisles, 

The music at the opening exercisgs was 
furnished by Cappa’s New York Seventh reg- 
iment band anda chorus ot several hundred 
local singers. An oration was delivered by 
Hon. J. C.C. Black, the leading lawyer of Au- 
gusta. In the course of his address, he calied. 
attention to the fact that Augusta had water 
power equal to 4,000 horse power; that her 
factories turn two hundred thousand spindles 
and employ 5,000 hands; that they pay one 
million dollars in annual wages and that there 
products reaches £5,000,000. Ile 
said the property of Georgia’ had 
increased in the last ten years $103,000,000 ex- 
clusive of railroad property ; while the railroad 
property had increased $20,000,000 or 212 per 
cent. Property owned by colored people, he 
said, was in round numbers, $10,000,000, an in- 
crease in ten yearg of 8&5 per cent. 

Governor Gordon, who also spoke, said this 
auspicious opening means that this southern 
land of ours is taking a departure from the 
old-beaten track in the right direction 
and at the right time. It means that 
we are extending inevery direction, and that 
new fields of developments are inviting to our 
midst industrious, enterprising and honest 
people from every section of our commun 
country, We extend a cordial welcome to our 
countrymen from every section, regardless of 
their political faith. 

At the conclusion of the addresses, Mrs. 

ordon, wife of the governor, touched an elec- 
tric key, which started tle engines and set 
the machinery in motion.

TO HAVE A RECEIVER. - 


—_—_—_—— 
The Savannah, Griffin and North Alabama 
to Go inte the Hands of a Receiver. 

The decision of Judge Marshall J. Clarke, 
putting the Savannah, Griffin and North 
Alabama railroad into the hands-of a receiver, 
is an important one. 

The history of the litigation which has led 
up to this result dates from July, 1887. At 
that time General E. P. Alexander, as president 
of the Central railroad and as trustee for the 
Savannah, Griffin and North Alabama, filed a 
bill in Spalding superior court to foreclose a 
mortgage given to secure the bondholders of 
the latter road. The amqunt named in 
this bill was $500,000. General Alexander 
was at this time president of the Savannah, 
Griffin and North Alabama company. 

Some time after this date, Colonel W. H. 
Searcy and others, constituting a minority of 
the stockholders in the Savannah, Griffin and 
North Alabama, filed a bill in the Spalding 
superior court, the object of which was to en- 
join the other bill and allow time to present a 
defense against the foreclosure asked for. The 
minority also sought to have the Central rail- 
road included in the record, on the ground 
that that company, contrary to the provisions 
of its charter, had come to Own about seven- 
tenths of the stock. 

After a hearing of the case, which occupied 
five days, Judge Marshall Clarke has rendered 
the following decision: 

The bill to foreclose is hereby enjoined, and the 
stockholders permitted to setup a defense in the 
matter atissue. A receiver will be appointed, who 
willoperate the road under the direction of the 
court until the rights of the parties shall be perma- 
nently esiabtished, 

The decision as it will be handed down by 
‘Judge Clarke denies the right of the Central 
company, under its charter, to own stock in 
the Savannah, Griffin and North Alabama 
road, 

The greater portion of the stock in that 
road, now held by the Central company, was 
taken in exchange for money advanced by 
them to pay for the construction of the Savan- 
nah, Griftin and North Alabama. 

Judge Clarke has made no appointment of 
a receiver, and has announced a delay in that 
matter until the parties in interest shall have 
conferred and agreed upon asuitable represen- 
tative. 

The case will go to the supreme court fur re- 
view and final decision.

The average temperature 
fn the northwest, along the upper lake region and 
New Engiand,'will be, relative totnis locality, much 
warmer than last year. November will be a mild 
month throvghoutthe conntry, with heavy rain- 
falls in the west, central, middle and Atlantic 
giates. The early part of December will be compar- 
atively mild, but from December 20th to 20th the 
first severe cold wave may be expected, the ther. 
mometer drop; in:to zero in this aud possibly in 
Jower jJatitules. From December 20th to January 
th cold all over the United States west of the 
Rocky mountains—marked cold waves near Janua- 
ry 5th, 15th and 25th, and near February 12th and 
2th. The spring will open early in March, attend- 
ed with fresiets. Generally an early spring. 

This isnot very bad, but the United 
States signal service gives us something still 
better. ‘The officer in charge of the New 

York station gives his views as follows: 

In my opinion, we are going to have a very mild 
winter, It may be a long winter, and crowd far in- 
tothe time when people look for spring weather, 
but I think it will be mild, Indeed, unless this year 
isa phenomenal one, it must cont:nue mild during 
the twomonuths which remain ofit. During the 
past seventeen years the normal temperature las 
only varied about 4 degrees—between 48 6-10, the 
minimum, and 529-10, the maximum Now, this 
year, we are way below, and the balance of the year 
must continue warm to bring us up, and I think it 
will. 

With these slightly conflicting opinions 
before us there can be no reason for com- 
plaint. We may take our choice. But the 
certainty of a phenomenally cold winter in 


Europe somewhat complicates matters.

A Co-operative Cotton Factory. 

As Mr. W. A. Gregg says, in another 
column, Atlanta is largely built by co-oper- 
ation. 

This is a community of thrifty people, 
with its wealth diffused. There are few 
millionaires and few paupers. The bulk of 
our people are poor, but they are public- 
spirited—in this often giving a lesson to their 
richer friends—and they are saving. 

From these savings we have organized 
fourteen building and loan associations that 
are building over six hundred homes a year; 
three banks that are growing strong and 
important, and several real estate com- 
panies. There is now being organized a 
co-operative company to build a cotton 
factory. 

Thisisastepin the right direction. It 
provides work for the people, which is the 
wisest investment that can be made. In 
Charlotte three factories have already been 
built on the co-operative plan and are doing 
well, Thereis no better investment year 
in and out than cotton factories. From the 
Eagleand Phenix down they have enriched 
their stockholders. In this city the mills 
are doing well, and their stock cannot be 
bought at anything like par. A co-opéra- 
tive factory, wisely built and managed, for 
example, by some such man as Mr. James 
R. Wylie, would be a fine investment, and 
it would open the way to-indefinite growth 
and expansion. More than $30,000,000 is 
invested in co-operative industries in the 
north, and the plan is proving very suc- 
cessful.

A Significant Point. 

The recent terrible shaking up of the 
czar in a railway accident surprised every- 
body. an 

Great preparations had been made to in- 
sure the safety of the trip. A vast army 
guarded every foot of the track. It seemed 
that nothing could harm the august tray- 
eler. 

But one thing had been forgotten. <A 
few rotten sleepers had been overlooked, 
and just when an accident was least ex- 
pected there was a crash, and the cars were 
jumbled together pell-mell. 

There is a lesson in this accident worth 
heeding in this country. Sometimes on our 
best railway lines a great parade is made 
of telegraphing signals, and sometimes an 
engine is sent ahead of atrain to see that 
everything is safe. Buta rotten cross-tie, 
a broken rail or inferior iron in a bridge re- 
sults in a calamity. 

Perhaps in Russia, as in this country, 
these fatal defects are not always the result 
of neglect—they are sometimes caused by a 
mistaken economy, that mixed vice and 
virtue of ignoble minds, Now, in all things 
Where human life is concerned, econoniy 
may sometimes be the prelude to murder. 
If the czar will take this view of it, and ex- 
ecute the railway men who were responsible 
for his smash-up, public sentiment wil] 
justify him. 


Why St. Louis Went Over tothe Enemy. 

What is the matter with St. Louis? 

Why did she give such a large plurality 
for Harrison? 

An attempt has been -made to answer 
these questions. It seems that some weeks 
ago President Cleveland removed United 
States Assayer Jewett, at St. Louis, and 
appointed in his place, Mr. Yantis, a law- 
yer, who held the position of Governor 
Marmaduke’s private secretary.

STILL IN JAIL, 


Charleston Merchants Take Their Confine- 
ment Cheerfully: 

CHARLESTON, S. C., November &.—[Spe- 
cial. |— Now that the election is over, the anti- 
heense waris again attracting public atten- 
tion. There are twenty merchants in jail, 
about cighteen of whom are fully able to pay 
the license tax, but they prefer to go to jail 
rather than sacrifice what they considered a 
principle.

Will Revive Race Prejudice. 

CotumsiA, 8. C., November 8.—Your cor- 
respondent interviewed Governor Richardson 
tonight upon the effect of Cleveland’s defeat 
would have on the business of South Carolina 
and the south generally, and the duty of the 
south under the circumstances. The governor 
said: ‘‘l am not satisfied that Cleveland is 
defeated. Iam slow to believe that the peo- 
ple of America are so blind to their own inter- 
ests and so untrue to sound principles of good 
government. If Cleveland is defeated, the 
progress of the south, of late so wonderful, 
will be checked and retarded for many years. 
Cleveland’s defeat will be injurious to the 
colored people of the south, and will tend to 
interrupt the friendly feeling rapidly growing 
between the races here. The democraey could 
only be defeated by lingering sectional feeling, 
treachery in party ranks and corrupt use of 
money. But our duty under so great a calam- 
ity will be to abide the result, with unfalter 
ing loyalty to the constitution, and use all the 
power with which nature has blessed us to 
preserve our threatened civilization.” 

Senator Colquitt’s Views. 

The clection means that money, corporate 
power and monopoly have proved stronger 
than the people, and sectional prejudice is 
still the controlling power inthe north. The 
special classes—the pets and favorites of leyis- 
lation--have been able to carry the day over 
the unselfish patriotism of the people,

dent’s last annual message and the position he 
has occupied on the tariff was the principal 
cause of his defeat. : 

“If the president’s last annual message had 
discussed the subjects usually discussed in a 
State paper of that character, instead of mak- 
ing the message relate to the tariff only, and 
had called attention to the large surplus 
In the treasury as a great evil 
and advocated ~ early legislation to 
return the money to the channels of trade and 
business, and had advocated a reduction of the 
revenue collected annually, so as to avoid the 
surplus in the future, and suggested that it 
might be done by repeal of the internal reve- 
nue laws, or by reduction of the tariff, or by 
reduction of each of the two, and referred the 
pe to the wisdom of congress as to the 
mode of making the reduction. 

‘And if the St. Louis convention, when it 
met, had reaffirmed the platform of 1884, upon 
which President Cleveland was triumphant in 
the election, and which was a platform 
that tho four doubtful states could 
stand upon, I entertain no doubt that the re- 
sult would have been the triumphant election 
of President Cleveland bya largely increased 
majority, and the democrats would have car- 
ried the house of representatives bya large 
majority. 

‘Our people in the south stand a great deal 
upon the traditions of the past. The tariff 
question has been but little discussed in the 
south-since the war, for the reason that the 
race question and the sectional question have 
been the dominant question and everything 
else has had to give place to them, 

“A large number of democrats belieye the 
south, with its vast resources undeveloped,lhas 
greater need of a protective tariff to build up 
and develop its immense wealth than any 
other section of the union. The south could, 
therefore, have stood properly on any platform 
where the democracy of New York, Connecti- 
cut, New Jersey and Indiana could have 
stood,and it seems to me the wise thing for 
the convention to have done would have been 
to ask the democracy of the four states named 
to frame a platform. on the tariff question 
upon which they could safely stand. We 
should have united with them in its adoption 
and support, and I think no reasonable man 
who is well posted on the subject could doubt 
that uponsucha platform laid down by the 
democracy in convention the result would 
have been entirely different. We should not 
only have carried the election, but I think the 
democracy would then have held power for 
many years to come, 

“The president’s message presented the 
single question tersely and strongly, and it 
aroused the whole country on the issue, 
and the result has been, as confessed by him, 
defeat growing out of that tariff issue. 

‘*You ask what will be the effect of the 
election in the south. Ifthe republican party 
has elected not only its candidate for the 
presidency, but a majority of the members of 
the house of representatives of the Bist 
congress, While it holds the senate by a re- 
publican majority, I think the effect is going 
to be very unfortunate for the south. 

“T think I saw many things during the late 
long session that indicate a disposition of the 
republican party,if it could control the two 
houses of congress, and the president, to enact 
legislation unfriendly to the south. 

‘Republican statesinen and politicians teach 
their people to believe that the negro vote is 
suppressed in the south, that by violence and 
intimidation they are driven from the polls 
and the consequence is that the vote of one 
white man in the south counts as much as two 
or three white men in the north, and while 
we know that there is, in fact, no truth what- 
ever in this allegation, yet the carelessness of 
our own race in remaining away from the polls 
on election days, simply because they see that 
the republicaus do not keep up a regular or- 
ganization, and because they know that we 
have a safe democratic majority, gives color to 
these accusations against us, ; 

“For instance, a republican orator will state 
that 60,000 votes in Georgia elected ten con- 
gressmen, While there are some districts in the 
north that vote from 40,000 to 60,000; and they 
ask the people how it is that there is so 
small a turn out at the polls in Geor- 
gia and other southern states, and they 
draw the inference that it results from the 
intimidation and driving from the polls of the 
negro race. 

‘‘Now, we know that there is not a world of 
truth init. There isno state in the union 
where the elections are freer andthe count 
fairer than they are inthe state of Georgia. 
No one is driven from the polls, orin the 
slightest degree intimidated because of his 
position as a republican or democrat. The 
only instances of intimidation I have heard of 
atany recent period have been where the 
negroes have  ifitimidated persons of 
their own color who were proposing 
to yote the democratic ticket and 
they have sometimes handled them roughly. 

“The truth is, the negro population, since 
the failure of the forty acres and a mule that 
they looked for when ney were first enfran- 
chised, have lost a great deal of their interest 
in the ballot. <A large proportion of them are 
very ignorant and know nothing of the princi- 
ples of government or the questions .involved 
in the issues between the two parties. The 
novelty is worn off and they care very little 
about going to the polls, and large numbers of 
them do not go there unless they are closely 
watched and brought up to the polls by the 
republican officegeekers or aspirants. 

“But taking the view presented by north- 
ern republican orators, the question arises, 
what remedy do they propose? They propose 
to do it, in my opinion, when they have the 
power by the control of congress and the 
president, by enacting laws that the manage- 
ment of all federal elections in the southern 
states, shall be conducted by persons appoint- 
ed by federal otticers, so as to put elections for 
mvembers of congress and for president and 
vice-president entirely under’ the control 
of federal officers, setting at naught 
the authority of the states and assuming 
the management of elections for members of 
congress, and prgsident and vice-president by 
federal anthority. 

“This would give the southern people a 
great deal of trouble and would stir up a great 
deal of bad bileod between the two races, 
which would be very unfortunate and would, 
I fear, in the end result disastrously. 

‘As to the last question, ‘Whatis our duty 
under the circumstances?’ I reply that itis to 
be true to principle and true to ourselves, to 
stand united as brothers, subordinating for the 
time economic and financial questions, 
to the greaterand more vital issue. In other 
words, as long as there is an attempt to do us 
injustice an to oppress us, we ought to stand 
together as one man and resist it by every le- 
gal means in our power. In other words, we 
must struggle manfully to maintain the solid 
south as long as the bloody shirt is waved by 
the northern republicans. Whenever they 
recognize the right of Georgia and South Car- 
olina to regulate and control their internal af- 
fairs and’ their elections as the right 
of New York and Connecticut to do 
the same is recognized, then 
the south can afford to discuss the tariff, silver 
coinage. civil service and other like qhestions 
and divide upon them. In the present state 
of things we must stand by our friends in the 
north and we should allow them to make such 
platforms on economic questions as they can 
stand upon and maintain themselves, and we 
should stand by them unitedly and firmly.”

A ConstTITUTION reporter called on ex-Gov- 
ernor Bullock to obtain his views on the polit 
ical situation, as it appeared yesterday morn- 


| ing. When the reporter made his wants 
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“T am giad you 
have paid me the compliment of 4n 
inquiry, because so many of my friends 
ask and write me on this question that 1 can 
best answer them all thorough the free 
columns of Tue ConstiruTion. <A represeD- 
tative of the New York Herald called on me 
last evening—but his report may not 
reach your readers. First and foremost, 
then, I believe and say that the election of 
General Harrison will prove the greatest 
blessing which has befallen our section sinco 
the abolition of slavery. That gave us a 
chance to utilize allour natural advantages, 
and this will make sure the doubling 
and quadrupling of our industries by the as- 
surance of permanence to the protective policy 
for American industry. 

“Then you favor a high tariff ?”’ 

‘Not necessarily a ‘high’ tariff, but I do 
favor the adjustment of whatever tariif 
is necessary to give us the needed revenue in 
such a way on foreign imports as to protect 
every industry that can be fostered in the 
United States. The whole system of internal 
taxation by federal authority and through fed- 
eral officials should be swept away. 

‘*But the great question is, how does Gen- 
eral Harrison stand toward the south ?’’ 

‘*T have no authority to speak for General 
Harrison. But if we judge by his record and 
his words he has only 
will towards every section 
country. He wasa brave and gallant feleral 
soldier who saw much of actual service and 
hard fighting, and we have never yet found 
one of that class who had any bitterness in his 
heart for our section. The bad blood of today 
does not flow in the veins of any 
man on either side of the great contest who 
was ready to shed good blood when there was 
danger atthe front. General Harrison was 
one of the bravest in that position. His record 
since. as a United States senator 
and his speeches in the campaign 
sustain this belief.’’ 

‘But how about his political appointees in 
the south ?”’ 

‘‘Of course it is only fair to suppose that ho 
will seek the best men in the sections where 
appointees are needed. Of one _ thing 
we may be certain, fand that is 
that heis under no political obligations to the 
organizations branded republican in the south, 
and about which our people are justly alarmed. 
Outside of Virginia and North Carolina 
those organizations are numerically 
controlled by negroes who Aro 
not always the best of their race, These or- 
ganizations are always an excuse for the fool- 
ish attitude that most of our white people as- 
sume with regard to a race issue. But General 
Hsrrison is not indebted to them for 
votes in the nominating convention 
at Chicago. He was nominated by the dele- 
gates representing the best elements of society 
in the free states, and is the type of 
candidate around whom that clase 
of people everywhere should rally for safety 
against the power of vice and ignorance.”’ 

‘*But how can the better elements of society 
here rally to a party anda president that seeks 
in every way to degrade our whites and mag- 
nify our blacks ?”’ vos 

“T do not Know of any party o* any 
president seeking any such result, or 
imbued with any such purpose. Any party 
proclaiming or reasonably suspected of sucha 
policy could not carry the state of Massachu- 
setts. M this had been the issue in 
the fGlate contest General Harrison 
would not have carried a single 
state in the union. And there will be nothing 
for our section to complain of in the coming 


ad:ninistration unless we bring it upon our- - 


selves by kicking against the inevitable. When 
we surrendered our armies that were mar- 
shalled to maintain a sentiment, we all 
agreed to ‘abide by the laws * 
Susequently we were offered an option as to 
the enfranchisement of the negro. This we 
spurned. But later accepied the thirteenth, 
fourteenth and fifteenth amendments to the 
constitution of the United States as a settle- 
ment of the war issues. These amendments 
demand equal public advantages 
and privileges to all citizens. We can’t change 
this constitution, except by successful resolu- 
tion. The congress makes national laws and 
the supreme court eonstrues them. Our parole 
commits us to their obedience. Itis no longer 
a question of preference, but of 
duty. Our local governments are 
in the hands of a majority of our lawful 
voters, subject tothe federal constitution— 
outside authority cannot now add toor take 
from the basis of representation. There is no 
authority on earth to override our ‘home rule,’ 
and we are ready and willing tosee to it 
that suchruleisin confotmity with the con- 
stitution we have sworn te support. On ques- 
tions affecting federal matters, election of con- 
gressmen, federal courts and so forth, the con- 
gress and general government are supreme, 
and we have no right or reason to object to 
any lawful procedure this authority may take 
witbin its own sphere. If there is no cause to 
question the fairness or fullness of elections 
by which congressmen are selected, there will 
be no excuse for any attempt at federal inter- 
ference. 

“To what do you attribute the defeat of 
President Cleveland ?”’ 

‘Primarily to his free trade message. Even 
the protective features of the Mills bill, and 
the denial of democrati¢é congressmen that 
they favored free trade, could not overcome 
the shock occasioned by the president’s 
frank expression of free trade views and his 
mistaken notion that the tariff is only a 
tax. To borrow the poetic reference to our 
delightful climate from the editorial page of 
today’s CONSTITUTION, there are no butterflys 
on the northwestern meadows in November, 
but the intelligent farmer there has his 
stock under cover, and: surrounded by his 
family at the fireside, reads the fact that di- 
versified industry makes markets for his farm 
produce, and_ his ‘vote follows his 
intelligent and well informed —judg- 
ment, while we brood over mis- 
fortunes in the past and cower before 
imaginary misfortunes in the future. The best 
interest of the Georgia farmer is identical with 
that of the Minnesota farmer, and ours has the 
advantage of the November butterfly. 
The second reason for the _ president’s 
defeat was his misappreljension of his duty in 
hoarding money in the treasury. The law re- 
quires the surplus to be used in cancelling the 
public debt. The president persisted in piling 
itup in the treasury to the great injury 
of the business. of the country. 
These two mistakes of the president united 
the agriculture, the industry and the capital of 
the north against him, and had we not been 
blinded—color-blinded—by our prejudice of 
caste on the negro qnestion, the same elements 
in the south would have harmonized with 
those in the north.” 

“What do you believe will be General Har- 
rison’s disposition in national matters towards 
our section ?”’ . 

‘(As before, let me say, I have no authority 
to speak far General Harrison, and only give 
expression to my own views. I believe he will 
be disposed to give to Gur section every aid 
that may properly comé through federal au- 
thority. Our natural resources and opportu- 
nities are rich and attractive enough to come- 
mand unlimited private capital, now 
that such investments are safe 
from the- danger: of free trade 
legislation. But we need very liberal ap- 
propriations from the public funds to improve 
and enlarge our harbers and rivers, which 
have been neglected for a century—first, be- 
cause of the old strict construction 
states rights theories, and later, 
because of sectional animosities. 
Both hinderances are now everlastingly dead, 
and we should have a iarger 
proportion of the public fund because of our 
greater need. The ‘opening of our har- 
bors and rivers, as far as practical, 
will go a long way towards protecting com- 
merce and trade from‘undue exactions by rail- 
way combiuations. Our natural waterways 
give us assurance of safety, and every dollar 
that competent government engineers could 
find use for should be! promptly appropriated. 
If our people give any evidence that 
such a policy is desired, and would be appre- 
ciated by us, I believe we would be 
sure of presidential approval of congres- 
sional appropriations in that direction. 
We certainly never can secure it 
by wunmanly fault’ finding over what 
we cannot change, or by longer hugging delu- 
sions that have wrecked us heretofore.” 

“You do not sympathise then with the .ears 
expressed by leading southern statesmen as to 
the trouble to arise én the race question ¢ 

“No, sir, certainly do not, 
and I am unable to understand how a public 
man like Senator Colquitt, for instance, Wao 
owes his present elevation to the negro contin- 
gent in the political contests which have 
placed him at the front, can now be 60 
alarmed. It will be the fault and folly of aos 


| selves if we do not prosper under the 


tration of President Harrison and the legisla- 
tion of a republican congress.”

Cle” eland’s election would have 
had the effect to depress all manufacturing 
enterprises consequent upon the approval by 
the American people of the free trade policy 
as announced by the president’s message in 
December last. Ithink Harrison’s election 
will result in allaying sectional feeling, and 
bring about a better understanding between 
the people north and south. * 


A CO-OPERATIVE COYTON FACTORY. 


A New Scheme and a Good One for Increas- 
ing Our Manufacturing Enterprises, 

Messrs. George Wilcox and W.A. Gregg 
have started a company that promises well for 
Atlanta. 

“The co-operative plan,’? said Mr. Gregg, 
“is the one on which Atlanta must build up. 
She has few rich men, buta community of 
well-to-do, thrifty people. She has hardly a 
citizen who cannot save money out of his 
weekly earnings. We have fourteen building 
and loan associations, supported by monthly 
dues, two or three banking companies, each in 
operation under the same plan. We propose 
now to organize a co-operative company and 
build a cotton factory. This will give those 
who wantto save by weekly deposits, a good 
investment—it will help the city, and will give 
men work with which to earn money to save.’’ 

“Woe want,’ said Mr. Wilcox, ‘2,500 shares, 
payable, one dollara week, andto run two 
years. This will give us $260,000 capital at 
the end of two years, which is enough to build 
and run a good size cotton factory. We pro- 
pose to go to work as soon as we have collected 
twenty-five or thirty thousand dollars. The 
money will then come in as it is needed.’’ 

‘*Will you get the amount raised?” 

“I think so beyond doubt. We have ap- 
proached a score or so of men, and every man 
takes stock. Some have taken twenty-five 
shares, and from that down to five shares. It 
is payable one dollar a week, I belieye that 
we will raise the 2,500 shares within a few 
days, This is better than putting your savings 
into building and loan associations, or into a 
bank. It gives you as good areturn for your 
money, and it builds up the city by furnishing 
work for several hundred additional people. 
Three cotton mills have been built in Char- 
lotte by this plan, and we ought to build one 
in Atlanta without any trouble.”’ 

The idea is to get the 2,500 shares subscribed, 
then cali the subscribers together, and elect a 
board of directors who will in turn elect a 
president. Mr. James R. Wylie kas been 
spoken of as president of the mill and will un- 
doubtedly be elected if he will accept. ~

The Members of the General Council Take 
a Carriage Ride—The Lights Inspected 
and a Banquet Enjoyed.

Councilman Nelson, the dry member from the 


fourth. 

The two gentlemen were at a bariquet. 

They eat on opposite sides of the banquet 
table, and with a merry smile and cunning 
wink swallowed the palatable drink. 

Others around the banquet board emptied 
their glasses with the same apparent relish, 

The spread was in the Georgia Electric 
Light building, on Marietta street, and there 
were around the board Mayor Pro Tem. Collier 
and Messrs. Haas and Howell, of the alder- 
manic board, and Messrs. Boynton, Woodward, 
Nelson, Morris, Rice and Amorous, of the 
council.

“We have here,”’ he said, “an expenditure 
of $100,000 in money. This building isa new 
prick, 60x120 and with our machinery, cost us 
$100,000.” 

“What system do you use?” asked Mr. 
Haas. 

“The Houstin-Thompson. We find it the 
best, and since adopting it our lights have 
given satisfation. We now have one hundred 
arc lights, and acontract for one hundred and 
fifty.” , 

Judge Palmer explained the machinery as 
he went through. 

Then the party was led to the second floor 
of tlie gbuilding, where Folsom, the restau- 
ranter, had prepared a banquet. Two tables 
were laden with al! the good things of the 
season and the assembly sat down. 

“This is informal,’’ said Judge Palmer, ‘‘so 
help yourselves.”’ 

“If that’s the programme,” said Mr. Rice, 
who makes laws for the state and the city, 
“Just pass me that possum and sweet potato.’’ 

“And when you are through with it, Frank, 
send it this way,’’ remarked Mayor Pro Tem 
Collier.

Woodward. 

“Bétter than anything 
majority in an election.”’

SHORT ACCOUNT OF AN AWFUL EVENT 


The Prevalence of a Severe Snow Storm 
prostrates the Wires and Impedes the 
Transmission of Details. 


Kansas CIty, NoMinber %—The Journal 
gpecial from Pittsburg, Kansas, says: 

The most dreadful disaster in the history of 
Kansas occurred at 5 o’clock this evening 
when the men were preparing to leave off their 
work at Coil shaft, No. 2, at Frontenac, a 
suburb of Pittsburg. A terrible explosion was 
heard that shook the earth for a great distance 
and completely shattered the shaft. Upon in- 
vestigation it was found that 160 men were 

within the mibe at the time of the explosion. 
Being 112 feet below the surface, it is almost 
rtain that all are dead at this writing. The

Pittsburg is in the middle of the coal mines 
of southeastern Kansas, and is about one hun- 
dred miles south of Kausas City, on the Fort 
Scott and Gulf road. 

At this hour (la. m.) no further advices 
have been received from the scene of the mine 
disaster near Pittsburg, Kansas, and there 
seems to be no hopes of getting any further in- 
formation tonight. The snow storm in Kansas 
has prostrated the wires, and there is great 
difficulty in reaching Pittsburg, whero the 
Wostern U nion o1 office closes at an early hour.

RocuesterR, N. Y., November 9.—The m: 
disastrous fire ever experienced in thi « city oc- 
curred this evening at the works of thie Steam 
Gauge and Lantern company. It was located 
in a building seven stories high, with two base- 
ments. It was situated at Genesee falls. The 
fire broke out at 7:55 About forty 
persous were at work, the third 
tioor. 

The smoke was very dense and the men 
could not reach the fire escape and they wer 
forced to jumped from the rd story.

As the Democrat-Chronicle reporter was 
crossing Central avenue bridge, about five 
minutes after the first alarm, “his attention 
was called to two men in a third story window 
on the river side just above the falls. They 
stood fora moment, apparently andecided what 
to do, when suddenly one leaped out and fell 
in the water about ten feet from the brink of 
aprecipice. Ile was immediately followed by 
theotherman. Oneof them apparently re- 
covered himself and was unhurt, 
as he wi ated through the water until he was 
under the bridge, w vhere he wes rescued bya 
party hes » lowered a ladder to him. As soon 
as he reached terra firma, he started on around 
toward State street, and disappeared. 
trace of the other man was discovered and it 
is presumed he was so badly injured that he 
could not help himself, and remained there 
and was buried under the wall, which fell ten 
minutes later.
